Our  high  school  career  had  its  beginning  in  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-six,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Julia  Twyman*  Those  cho¬

In  the  following  year,  we  again  had  the  pleasure  of  working 
under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Layman*  The  class  was  organized  anew 
with  Annie  Bryant  as  President;  Robert  Flaherty,  Vice-President;  and 
Charlotte  Barger,  Secretary  and  Treasurer*  The  initiation  of  the 
Freshmen  at  last  fell  to  our  lot,  an  event  to  which  we  had  long  look¬ 
ed  forward*  Later  in  the  term,  we  entertained  the  Seniors  at  a  wein- 
er  roast*  The  last  distinctive  activity  of  the  year  was  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  class  rings* 

In  the  fall  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  we  embarked 
upon  the  final  and  most  important  phase  of  high  school  life*  The 
following  officers  were  elected:  Vada  Clutter,  President;  Grace 
Noff singer.  Vice-president;  and  Paul  Clark,  Secretary  and  Treasurer.

In  tho  following  week,  we 
attended  the  Junior-Senior  reception*  On  the  second  of  June,  the 
baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered.  Class  night  was  observed  on 
June  the  fourth. 

Having  acquired  outstanding  records  during  the  past  four  years, 
Grace  Noffsinger  was  valedictorian  and  Loi3  Barger  salutatorian  in

This  new  enterprise  enjoyed  a  profitable  existence  for 
a  few  weekSc  However,  as  time  passed,  a  considerable  decline 
was  seen  in  the  sloe*  The  staff,  fully  aware  that  the  waning 
interest  and  consequent  drop  in  circulation  would  causo  dis¬ 
continuance  of  the  paper,  became  busily  engaged  in  attracting 
customers.  A  subscription  campaign  was  launched  and  "The 
Eagle's  Cry”  once  more  flourished  a.s  an  independent  activity. 
Throughout  susequent  yearns  it  has  been  entirely  self-support¬ 
ing  and  profitable. 

"The  Eagle's  Cry”  was  a  weekly  publication  for  si±  years, 
but,  since  the  fall  of  ninoteen  hundred' and  thirty-nine,  it 
has  been  published  bi-weekly.  The  staff,  ms  always,  is  se¬ 
lected  from  the  student  body  by  popular  vote* 

We  feel  that  many  advantages  have  been  derived  from  this 
newspaper.  As  a  means  of  contact  with  patrons  and  neighboring 
schools,  its  value  is  boundless.  As  a  source  of  pleasure  and 
valuable  experience  in  journalism,  it  is  of  the  utmost  import¬ 
ance*  We  are  confident  that  the  success  of  this  activity  will 
continue  for  many  years  to  come.

'  Ths  Eagle’s  Cry"  is  now  in  its  eighth  2^sar  of  successful 
publication.  The  material  is  prepared  by  the  staff,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Business  English  class  and  other  members  of  the 
student  body. 

Shortly  after  school  convened  in  the  fall,  candidates  for 
positions  on  the  staff  were  nominated  by  each  home  room  in  high 
school.

COUNTS  OF  THE  COACH 

The  girls'  basket-ball  team  has  completed  another  season 
with  a  total  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  points.  Opposing 
teams  accumulated  throe  hundred  and  nint;, -seven  points. 

In  the  early  practices,  a  large  number  of  girls  learned 
basket-ball  fundamentals  and,  from  this  group,  fifteen  were 
chosen  to  play  in  the  inter scholastic  competition.  With  contin¬ 
ued  practice  and  play  with  other  schools,  fine  sportsmanship 
became  a  part  of  the  game.' 


Out  of  nineteen  games  played,  the  Eagle  Rock  squad  lost 
to  only  two  teams,  Fincastlo  and  Shawsvillo;  on  the  othor 
hand,  they  won  fourteen  games  and  tied  one.
